Bear Archery has purchased 
Storm Archery, a well-known 
manufacturer of quality bow- 
strings based in Windsor, IL. 
The machinery and equipment 
of Storm Archery were moved 
{into ihe Wiics iacilily and the 
first Bear bowstring was pro- 
duced on December 9. 1973. 

In addition to making its own 
bowstrings, Bear Archery will 
Supply other archery manufac- 
turers and retailers with qual- 
ity bowstrings.
